The ditily newspapers of the country 


contained daily accounts of the pro- 
ceedings of the National Civic federa- 
tion during Its recent session in Xe\v 
York, but It may be interesting to the i 
workinginau to take a pec-p at this 
unique organization through the spw-'- 
tacles of the "labor editor." Well, I at- 
tended during all of one day's session 
of the federation and part of another 
day. I frankly confess at the beginning 
that I now have a better impression of 
the society. Its aims and possibilities 
than I had a year ago. The change 
may be due to the fact that this year 
there was less palaver and love feast- 
ing and more real hard knocks, ' the 
champions of labor "^peaking right out 
in tneetin' " and the opposition showing 
why it opposed trades unions. 


As to the personnel of the assemblage, 


there was undoubtedly a top heavy per- 
centage of representatives of the three 
p's— preachers, professors and politi- 
cians—though, fortunately, the latter 
were not so numerous as either of the 
other members of the irresponsible tri- 
umvirate. There was a noticeable in- 
crease over last year in the number of 
business men in attendance. 


Mr. Grover Cleveland was present 


but all he did was to sit up near the 
front, look wise (or sleepy— I couldn't 
make out which it was) and shake 
bauds with the professors, preachers, 
etc. 


Mr. Alfred Moseley of England was 


there — very much there. If th«»re was 
any subject, division or subdivision of 
a subject before the federation dur- 
ing its three days' session upon which 
Mr. Moseley didn't 'have something 
to say. usually under the guise of a 
question, the records are wrong. 
It 


will be remembered that Mr. ilose- 
ley is the English capitalist who came 
over to this country, accompanied by 
twenty mecha.nics, representing many 
trades, to investigate our industries 
with 
a 'view 
to 
introducing 
in 


English mills and factories any meth- 
ods oC ours which impressed him 
as superior to English ways of doing 
the same things. 
What he learned 


along- these lines Mr. Moseley didn't 
tell as before he sailed for home, but 
in. several interviews he took occasion 
to^spcak strongly of the industrial 
groat: ess of the United States and to 
predict a future for us exceeding in 
industrial and commercial greatness 
anything ever achieved by any people 
in tho past or possible to any other 
country than this in the future. Mr. 
Moseley tied a little string to his ro&y 
hued prophecy, however. All this mag- 
nificence" was contingent upon "con- 
tinued confidence." I asked the gentle- 
man what he meant by the .use of that 
term. 
It had given me many sore 


headaches in recent political cam- 
paigns In this country. 
His answer 


was that if there were no more "free 
silver scares" or too serious labor dis- 
turbances or things of that kind to 
frighten the men of money business 
would continue to boom and we would 
fulfill his prediction. Of course we 
argued, for, whether right or wrong, 
I have always had an impression that 
confidence was an effect and not ,a 
cause— that is, that when things ara 
booming men have confidence and not 
that things boom because there is con- 
fidence, but I have been a little reti- 
cent oa this point since the successes 
of "confidence" in politics. 


To return to Mr. Mosoley at the Civ- 


ic federation: "Whatever may have 
been the real object of the gentleman, 
there was a strong impression among 
those who watched him at the meet- 
ings of tbe federation that he was op- 
posed to labor unions notwithstanding 
his protestations. His antagonism to- 
ward the shorter workday was appar- 
ent to all, and his captious contentions 
on the questions of apprenticeship, non- 
union workmen and- the minimum 
wage clearly showed that there was 
little in tbe policies of the American 
unions that he approved. It appeared 
to me that Mr. Moseley was bent upon 
convincing the workingmen who came 
over from England with him that there 
was nothing in the trades unions of 


country that they need place favor- 


ably before their own unions when they 
got hprne. 


The trades unionists who participated 


in the proceedings of the convention 
conducted themselves creditably. Their 
task wns not an easy one, with the 
preachers, professors and business men 
all pounding them, some with small 
pattern tack hammers, others with 
sledgea. President 
Gompcrs of the 


American Federation of Labor was the 
preferred point of attack for sledgo and 
tack hammer alike, but he met and re- 
sisted every attack like a veritable Gi- 
braltar. 


Mfr. Lewis Nixon, the shipbuilder, 


made the best talk from the employers' 
standpoint that I heard during tho con- 
vention. Ho was business from tho 
worn go and didn't waste any time over 
empty and meaningless sentiment. He 
said bo hadn't any use for the btisiness 
method that gave Inbor Icsa than It 
earned and erected libraries and en- 
dowed colleges to show friendship for 
man. His rule, ho said, which lie ap- 
plied to all investments, whether tho 
Investment was In the form of wages 
or anything else, wns, "Will it pay?" 
He Un't nn unreserved supporter of 
trade* unionism, but bis shipbuilding 
work* «r* manned by unionists. Ergo 
It pay*.

My o!>;uk.a is. after sitting through 


one t-f its sessions uilkiug v,-i;li a irjui- 
ber of its members and doing consid- 
erable thinking ou tlic- subjeoi, that 
tliv- Civic federation furnishes an op- 
portunity for the many sides of the 
labor qufstion 10 get together and d:s- 
cuss matters; that it is an educational 
force. Therefore labor will not be a 
loser because of the federation. 


A great many editors aud some of 


the preachers and professors of the 
country hare worked themselves into a 
frenzy over the action of the painters' 
union of Schenectady, N. Y., in ex- 
pelling William Potter because of his 
membership in the state militia. All 
tbe facts in this case are not at hand, 
and I do not care to discuss it spe- 
cifically, but upon the question of un- 
ion men belonging to the militia most 
union men have strong convictions. 
Potter has brought suit against the 
union for reinstatement, and if there 
was no rule of the union against a 
member joining the militia at the time 
he joined he has a shade the better of 
the argument from a legal standpoint. 
The Schenectady union is not the pio- 
neer cf the movement in which it is at 
present so prominent. It has lougjjeeu 
understood that there was opposition 
in the trades unions to members becom- 
ing militiamen, and some unions have 
constitutional 
provisions 
forbidding 


membership In the militia to members 
of the unions. I emphatically deny 
that this imph'es disloyalty to the coun- 
try, as some of our old-nag-with-an- 
appropriation editors assert, or lack of 
patriotism upon the part of the unions. 


During the past twenty years it has 


become tbe custom to frequently call 
out the militia in times of strikes. It 
doesn't matter here whether this use of 
the national guard is justifiable or not; 
that it is so used is the point Strikes 
are generally the result of orders issued 
by labor unions and union men are 
those sought to be intimidated by the 
use of the militia. In what sort of a 
position is a man who has sworn to 
stand by his union and who has also 
taken an oath as a member of the na- 
tional guard when his union is out on 
strike and his company is ordered to 
the scene of tbe strike? The unions, or 
most of them, say that no man has a 
right to piace himself in such an awk- 
ward predicament It is asking a little 
too much of human nature to expect 
union men to give the protection of 
their organization to a man whom they 
have seen standing guard at n factory 
door or a mine shaft in a time of con- 
test between union labor and capital. 


That is all there is to it, gentleme-j. 


You may get hot in tbe collar and rant 
upon "disloyalty" and the like all you 
please, so long as the national guard is 
used as a means of aiding the bosses to 
defeat the legitimate demands of union 
labor just so long will the mau who 
belongs to the militia be deemed unde- 
sirable' material for membership in a 
labor union. 


As to patriotism, every well informed 


man knows that when this country 
needs real soldiers it can get them, 
as it always has got them, fioni the 
ranks of the workingmen, especially 
union workingmen. The editorial and 
professional patriots are good at shoot- 
ing off their lead pencils and their 
mouths, but that is about ail they ever 
do shoot off iu defense of tbe old flag. 
Grand Army buttons are not uncom- 
mon sights at meetings of American 
labor unions. 


I am afraid there is trouble ahead for 


the labor movemcjt In this country, 
and it makes an old tinier sad to con- 
template the threatening outlook. At 
the recent session of tbe American Fed- 
eration of Labor there Avere signs of 
impending doom. Yes, sir, doom is the 
word. If tbe spirit of controversy over 
jurisdiction is allowed full sway, the 
labor movement will suffer as it could 
not be made to suffer through any other 
means. Strikes, lockouts, bard times, 
panics, tbe united opposition of every 
employer in the laud, could not do tbe 
union movement one-half the barm in 
a quarter of a century that this inter- 
necine strife can accomplish in one 
year. Gentlemen of influence in con- 
flicting unions, let me urge you to bo 
cautious in all you do. Avoid friction 
and be willing to give and take. In 
some cases It might be better if kindred 
employments were amalgamated in one 
organization; In other cases tbe autono- 
my of each separate branch may be 
preferable, but under no circumstances 
will a fight that may disrupt a union 
bo desirable. I know all tbe "huts" that 
this statement will provoke, and I havo 
one "but1" to answer them all. It is bet- 
ter that the present subdivision in or- 
ganizations should continue nnd all set- 
tlements of differences be arranged 
through the American Federation of 
Labor or in other amicable ways than 
that unions should engage in wars of 
extermination against each other. We 
have hail some exp< rienees in the con- 
ccntir.Jf'on line and tho recollections aro 
not pleasant. 
(lOJitlomon, there arc

energies upon. Go out and got Into your 
Unions the hundreds of thousands ''of 
nonunion men.

Temperntnre ot Insects. 


A Russian naturalist has made a 


series of measurements by a thermo 
electric method of tbe temperature of 
insects. Tbe temperature of the hu- 
man body is essentially the same in 
the tropics and in the polar zones. Un- 
der usual conditions the temperatnre of 
an insect rises with that of tbe sur- 
roT'ndins air, only more slowly. "When 
the insect begins to move, its tempera- 
tnre rises, and it continues to rise un- 
til the motion ceases. At 102.2 F. heat 
paralysis sets 111, which ceases, bo'tv- 
ever, as the temperature falls. Below 
31 F. insects are without rnotiou. For 
one species, Saturnla pyri, tbe highest 
temper?fr'r/e compatible with life is at 
115 degrees F. This is about the tem- 
perature that is fatal to vegetable life,

The tlieory of a tariff commission ia 


that it would be made nj> of experts, 
\rho would be generally free from po- 
litical bias, who would weigh all sides 
of every suggested change on their mer- 
its and would come so near to satisfy- 
ing everybody that they would lake the 
tariff permanently out of politics. T-hat 
undoubtedly is an alluring plan, and it 
might work well if everybody was for 
protection or everybody was for free 
trade, but with two schools of thought, 
fundamentally different in every re- 
spect, contending for the mastery it is 
bard to see how the tariff can be whol- 
ly removed from politics until one side 
cr the other admits defeat and gives 
up. Many thought that had happened 
in 1890, when the Democratic party was 
turned over to the silver wing for the 
purpose of removing it as far as possi- 
ble from responsibility for the disas- 
trous free trade experiment of 1804. 


For the last six years the tariff has 


been substantially out of politics. But 
this period has developed a new diffi- 
culty in the way of the permanent ac- 
complishment of that object. It has 
shown that the changes in industrial 
and business conditions progress so 
rapidly that a good law of one year 
may not meet public requirements two 
or three years later. Moreover, dlf 
ferent Interests are affected in opposite 
ftrays. What Is beneficial to one may 
be Injurious to another. What one in- 
terest needs at one time it may not 
need a few years later. The industry 
entitled to protection in 1897 may by 
1902 have reached such a stage of de- 
velopment that it could justly be de- 
prived of some of Its protection for the 
benefit of «ome opposing interest. So 
It would seem that the tariff question 
can never for any long period be far 
removed from the public mind. That 
being the case, how can it be kept out 
|of politics? 


A tariff commission was appointed 


In 1882. It was composed of distin- 
guished and fair minded men. They 
gave hearings in most of the important 
cities of the country, Buffalo among 
(others, and. reported a complete new 
tariff bllL That was the end of it 
AVnen the report got before congress, 
the question was lit politics, and the 
bill as prepared by the commission 
nvas not adopted. Since thou the work 
done by this commission has been car- 
ried on mostly by the wnys and means 
committee of the house. Its hearings 
have been held at Washington, but it 
lias generally listened to all Interests 
and has acted according to its best 
Judgment. The country probably hus 
bad better tariffs from the fact that 
some of the members of COUCTPSS were 
obliged to make a careful study of tin 
BUbject and to develop into experts. 
Thus the men whose Influence has 
been greatest in the enactment of the 
taws have brought to benr upon tilt- 
measures a. pood general knowledge of 
the country's needs and not merely a 
partisan spirit, an would be the ease if 
the hard work were delegated by con- 
gress to nn outside commission. 


It is possible the president bus in 


mind some plan which will rcniovu the 
objections to a tariff commission, but 
it Is difficult to see bow stu-h u body 
could be made very effective- unlc?H It 
.were given power to enact the changes 
It might recommend. That Is a power 
;which congrcbs hardly could bo expect- 
ed to surrender, and It probably rouUl 
not be surrendered constitutionally.— 
Buffalo Express.

Thai makes a great differ- 
ence, though not to ihe Democratic 
leaders. They are talking for bun- 
combe. They know well that petro- 
leum, anthracite coal and other articles 
under the control of "trusts" were on 
the free list for a long period of time 
before and after the "trusts" were es- 
tablished and are still on the free list 


Because of the importation In San 


Francisco of a certain grade of coal, 
largely as ballast, thus secaring undue 
advantage over the American coal, tho 
last tariff act was made to Impose a 
duty on that grade of foreign coal. It 
does not affect anthracite such as is 
produced in Pennsylvania, though Dem- 
ocratic newspapers are trying to make 
out that it does. The coal -trust" had 
been in existence many years before 
that particular duty was imposed. 


In the same net a duty was imposed 


on petroleum when imported from a 
country which imposes a duty on Amer- 
ican petroleum. 
That is entirely fair. 


But the Standard Oil company had con- 
trolled the trade in petroleum for iimny 
years before the imposition of duty iu 
a case of that kind. Petroleum is now 
on the free list. 


The tariff had nothing to do with 


those "trusts." It Is u<Jt a question of. 
tariff, as the petroleum and coal trusts 
and the large number of trusts in free 
trade England demonstrate. Trying to 
make it appear as an issue coinpri&iiig 
the tariff is simply Democratic bun- 
combe.—1'hlladelplila Press.

WAGES IN FRANCE. 


They Compare Madly \Vltb the Ilnte 


In tlie l!nltc«l Stotc«. 


Consul W. P. Atwell of Koubaix, 


France, reports to the stale office some 
Ugures of wages paid in that country. 
The source of information is a work 
issued by the French bureau of public- 
works, and the figures are authentic as 
any public document can be. • 


The average Avnges paid in 107 towns 


to forty-three different classes 01* la- 
borers are $1.33 iu Paris and <>1 cents a 
day outside of the capital. The figures 
do not strike an American as extremely 
liberal. Taking n group of men iu nine 
occupations outside of Paris, Including 
masons, plumbers, painters, carpenters^ 
borseshoers, wheelwrights, shoemak- 
ers, saddlers and excavators, they av- 
erage a daily wage of 77.5 cents. 


In Purls the going wages in skilled 


mechanical trades run to un tivoragu 
of just less f hun 15 cents an hour, stone 
polishers being the best paid at £', 
cents an hour. Living is no cheaper in 
Knrnpc than in America uud, in furt, ia 
not so cheap. Kince much of the food 
suppli <>f I'raiH-i' and iln.- oilier Euro- 
pean countries is dniwn from the Unit- 
ed States. If workers live worw cheap- 
ly there than here, it Is because, the 
foreign worker submits to n resile of 
living thut an American will not put 
up with as long as be can keep out of 
tho poorhousc. 


Those who udvooulo putting our 


workiiiKraen on tin: level of foreign 
workingnu'ii dteregaul the teaching of 
the figures.

In defending the mischievous propo- 


sition that by means of a preferential 
tariff Cuba shall shut out the products 
of other nations and admit only the 
products of the United Stares a consid- 
erable number of Republican newspa- 
pers fall into the error of assuming 
that Cuba's status and relation towarc! 
the other nations of the earth have un- 
dergone no change as the result of the 
war of independence. For example, the 
Philadelphia Press remarks: 


'•The proposed arrangement would be 


vastly better for other nations than waa 
the one thut Sp-iin iujposevl on Cuba. 
Spain gave nothing to Cuba in return, 
while the United States is making a 
very generous ofter. Spain obtained un- 
der her tarilt" 00 per cent of the import 
trade of Culm, although Spain had lit- 
tle to offer that Cuba, wanted uud was 
badly situated geographically." 


A marked difference in thu situatioc 


consists in the fact that, whereas Spain 
was merely doing as bhe pleased witis 
her own territory when she monopo- 
lized 90 per cent of Cuba's import trade 
and no nation had the right to protest 
or object because of thut monopoly of 
trade, Cuba is now an independent re- 
public, a separate national entity, free 
to do us she likes and responsible for 
what she does. Some of our statesmen 
seem to overlook the fact that the Unit- 
ed Stales does not own Cuba and l:r>s 
110 right to a monopoly of Cuban trade. 
Neither can Cuba grant sxich a monop- 
oly -without getting herself, and very 
likely the United Slates also, into trou- 
ble with otUt'r countries. The anueJ 
Interference ol' the United Flutes in Cu- 
ba's behalf was not based upon pro- 
spective trade monopoly as compensa- 
tion for the blood of our soldiers and 
the money paid out of our trcusury- 
llad such been our avowed mercenary 
purpose it is reasonably certain that 
not all the natioiib of Europe would 
havo •nitbh'vi help from Spain in her 
unequal conflict ami thut the war for 
Cul.iiu independence might ha\e had a 
viry different history. It undoubtedly 
would have- lasUd longer than a hun- 
dred days. 


The United Sinter-; is not now in a po- 


sition to demand nor is Cuba in u posi- 
tion to grant a monopoly trade arrange- 
ment of thu kind contemplated in the 
preferential tariff scheme. Iu order to 
secure for American producers the mo- 
nopoly of the Cuban market it will bo 
in some cases necessary to increase by 
1(N> per cent, or even more. th<; Cuban 
turin" upon competing articles from oth- 
er countries. What will other countries 
have to say about that? It will not do 
to remind them that they are no \\orse 
off tlnui when Spain contioiled Cuba's 
tariffs and Cuba':; Inulo for Spanish 
producers. They will UIISWIT that they 
are not now dealing with Spain's terri- 
torial property, but with Cuba as an In- 
dependent government. 


Kvoii though the proposed sacrifice of 


American agricultural industries went 
deeper still and our duties un Cuban 
product1- were reduced 2.", !>!'. 1-)?. 50 
per cent or e\en removed altogether, 
our road to perfect monopoly of Culmn 
trade would still be subject to grave 
obstruction. 
If other nations offered 


equal bonuses in return for equal priv- 
ileges, could Cuba safely refuse them?

The thoughtless believed 
that in some manucr silver dollars were 
to drop into their laps mid that every 
one was going to become rich. Tho 
demagogues worked this idea for all 
there was in it, and now they have been 
working the trust idea in the same 
manner. Those who will listen to them 
are taught that all trusts, or, rather, all 
combinations of capital doing a great 
business, are vicious; that they are mo- 
nopolies; that they arbitrarily advance 
prices and seek to limit production. 
"Smash the trusts, for the people arc 
being robbed!" has been their cry, and 
in order to smash the trusts they have 
advocated tariff smashing on tht ground 
that a protective tariff fosters linauciul 
combinations. 


The elections have shown that th« 


people are not being fooled as rapidly 
as the Democratic leaders had expect- 
ed. In most states the. Republican ma- 
jorities are immense, thus proving that 
the people still have faith iu the Repub- 
lican party.

The case under consideration 


w:is or.u of uiidervaluation pure and 
simple. Unfortunate though the Ger- 
man exporter was iu being caught at 
the game of doctoring up his invoice 
for the cypress purpose of evading the 
duties prescribed by the Dingley tariff, 
his goods were advanced iu value 
wholly on the facts and the merits of 
the case and without reference to their 
country of origin. 
Had they come 


from France or from Russia they 
would have been advanced iu value 
just the same. Clearly thore was noth- 
ing in the nature of discrimination 
against Germany. 


But supposing there were real and 


actual discrimination, as there would 
ba and must be in the event of a spe- 
cial trade treaty between the United 
States and one or more of Germany's 
European competitors. Let us suppose, 
for example, that the Kasson treaty ol" 
reciprocity with France were now iu 
force and that cotton knit goods and 
hosiery rcrt'e in France were coming 
into the United States at a rate of 
duty 20 per cent less than that levied 
upon similar and competing goods made 
in Germany. There we would have dis- 
crimination of the most flagrant and 
unmistakable character. 
There we 


would furnish Germany a direct cause 
for irritation and retaliation beside 
which the $200,000 worth of enameled 
kitchen ware would sink into petty in- 
significance. 


Ys'ith a 20 per cent preference against 


Germany, which now sends to the Unit- 
ed States at least four times the quan- 
tity of knit goods and hosiery that we 
buy from France, Germany's exports 
of those goods to the 'United States 
would practically cease altogether,. 
Then, indeed, should we realize the 
yrisdom arul force of Andrew Carne- 
gie's remark, that reciprocity treaties 
are dangerous things, -trouble makers, 
hostility breeders. 
The 
friendship 


which Kaiser "Wilhelm's government 
professes for the United States could 
not stand such a strain as that. So 
odious and exasperating an act of fa- 
voritism- and discrimlaatiou would be 
certain to lead to grave international 
complications. 
From the dangerous 


situation thus created the only escape- 
would be the prompt negotiation of a 
similar trade treaty with Germany. Un 
der a 20 per cent reduction of tnriff 
duties Germany and France togethei 
would monopolize the American 'mar- 
ket for cotton knit goods and hosiery 
and domestic production would be for 
the most part wiped out. The same is 
true of other hues of domestic produc- 
tion whose tariff, defense would he low- 
ered by the proposed Kasson treaty 
with 
Franco. 
Similar 
concessions 


would have to be granted to Germany 
on all these lines, and if with Ger- 
many, then with other competing coun- 
tries. 


Favoritism and discrimination are fa- 


tal to commercial amity and commer- 
cial peace. When a trivial episode liko 
that of the $200,000 invoice of under- 
valued enameled pots aud pans can 
kick up such a rumpus in the reichstag 
as to rush through a retaliatory tariff 
bill aimed specific-ally at the United 
States ae-uinbt the urgent remonstran- 
ces of the Gorman government, what 
will happen when real favoritism aud 
actual discrimination against Germany 
and for the benefit of France are put 
in force permanently in the shape of a 
special tinde treaty th.it will be harder 
to abrogate than it was to conclude'.' 
For it is true of all trade treaties that 
their cancellation is invariably attend- 
ed with ill feeling and friction. 
The 


sensational episode of Nov. K> in the 
reichstac should not fail to point a 
moral and enforce a warning amoULr 
those of our own countrymen who have 
gone daft ou the subject of reciprocity 
in competitive articles. If the United 
Slalcs Is looking for trouble, there is 
the direction in which trouble lies, if 
It is looking fur continued commercial 
pence r,nd amity with all nations, thon 
it must treat all nations alike, just as 
we ai1" now doing and shall continue 
to do ho long as \ve let reciprocity filono.

sult that tht» luxuries she can buy for 
her family's consumption become fewer 
and fewer, al! her ingenuity betas 
taxed to eke out her allowance on the 
bare necessaries of life. Nor is it only 
the very poor who feel the pinch. The 
advances of recent years have been so 
considerable that they have been feit 
by many families iu better circum- 
stances: This season another twist of 
the screw is being applied, and the al- 
ready dismayed housewife will have to 
face the fact that provisions will be 
from 10 to 20 per cent dearer than they 
were a year ago. So, ac any rate, said 
the secretary to the Federation of Gro- 
cers' Associations of Great Britain and 
Ireland to a reporter." 


\YAge reduction still goes on in Great 


Britain. It is inevitable that it should 
be so, for unless the cost of production 
shall be somehow reduced—and it is 
only in the item of labor that any re- 
duction 5s possible—the great manufac- 
turing nation which clings to free trade 
finds itself unable to compete with pro- 
tected countries like the United States 
and Germany. Along 'with wage re- 
duction a marked increase in the cost 
of livirig gees on. We are told by the 
Birmini_uam paper that bacon has so 
increased in price that foreign bacon 
costs nearly as much as English bacon, 
although a few years ago the foreign 
sold for $3.57 a hundred pounds less 
than the English. 
'"Much the same 


progress," it says, "seeras to have tak- 
en place in regard to butter, which 
eight years Igo could be botight for ti 
shillings ($1.4G) a hundredweight cheap- 
er than it is now, and the rise seems to 
be continuing. Sugar, too, and every- 
thing containing sugar, shows an up- 
ward tendency. Tinned fruits will go 
up. Altogether the prospect is not pleas- 
ing, and when ouo remembers the ever 
increasing price of coal visions rise of 
cheerless grates and scanty meals to 
many a home this winter." 


Higher prices of coal, higher cost of 


meats, of butter, of sugar, of tinned 
fruits, and, along with these higher 
prices, lower prices for labor. And this 
in fiee trade Great Britain! There is 
something wrong somewhere. There is 
:i screw loose in the Democratic conten- 
tion that the tariff is responsible for 
high cost of living and that free trade 
is the only remedy. Somehow the facts 
don't seem to fit in.
